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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


During the past year the school board has labored under 
unusual difficulties. Two of its members were strangers to the 
business of the board; important questions in regard to its 
policy had to be faced; old as well as new problems had to be. 
solved. A large number of unpaid orders and bills left over 
from previous years, with an empty treasury, threatened to 
seriously cripple the finances. 

In most matters the board has worked as a unit and, while 
necessarily displeasing some, has sought the welfare of the 
schools as a whole, independent of party affiliation. 

The law requires at least twenty weeks of school during the 
year in order to share in the state literary fund; and a large 
number of children in the Evans district seemed to demand an 
extra school there; so in order to meet all outstanding indebt- 
edness, keep an extra school and maintain more than twenty 
weeks during the year, required the strictest economy. 

An appended account of money received from town and 
state and that expended to pay old bills and all current ex- 
penses with cash balance on hand, shows the results of our 
efforts in that line. 

With the meagre amount voted by the town for repairs ($75), 
so little could be done that only those absolutely necessary 
were attempted. So that we have left to add to what we 
hope will be a more generous appropriation for the coming 
year, $45.59. 

To the condition of our school houses the baahe would like 
to call attention. At Caldwell, the underpinning needs relay- 
ing; a fresh coat of paint and a new stove is needed inside. 
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Canaan school house needs a new sill, both underpinning and 
chimney need relaying and a new coat of paint both inside and 
out, also a new out house. Green Hill’s is in a similar condi- 
tion. Swain needs a new chimney; Waldron’s Hill needs re- 
plastering. We would suggest that an appropriation. of two 
hundred dollars be made that part, at least, of the above re- 
pairs may be made. 

The board hopes that with the advent of the electric road, 
that the Canaan, Oak hill.and Waldron’s hill schools may be 
united, thus reducing expenses and promoting the efficiency of 
the schools concerned. 

To the matter of transportation the board has given con- 
siderable study, with the result, that owing to the necessity for 
strict economy, to the demand for more remuneration than 
usual, to the fact that only a few children were concerned, in 
justice to all, transportation was discontinued for the fall 
term. 

Fire destroyed what was left of the old Cater school house 
during the summer vacation. It caught from a brush fire in 
the rear and when discovered was beyond control. 

Some one of depraved moral character has agsin cut and 
taken away the rope from the flag pole on the Hale school 
house. This has been done too many times already and if 
local pride and honor is not developed sufficiently to put a stop 
to such petty thieving we would recommend that steps be taken 
to punish the guilty person should it happen again. 

The readers which had been in use for many years had grown 
old and somewhat out of date. Intheir place we purchased the 
Cyr readers, which are well bound, fresh and full of good 
material and are giving good satisfaction. 

The great amount of sickness among our pupils during the 
fall seriously interfered with the attendance and a seeming 
ignorance of our truancy laws and carelessness on the , part of 
parents has added to.the imperfect attendance. 

The board would respectfully request that the, parents.and 
tax payers. show more interest,in-the s¢hool’s welfare, not only 
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by visiting the same and urging more punctual and perfect at- 
tendance on the part of the children, but by friendly suggestions 
as to the best methods for improvement. 

For the past few years on an average not more than twenty- 
four weeks per year have been kept, owing to lack of funds. 
At the best price even that we have been able to pay it is 
almost impossible to secure good teachers for a year of only 
twenty-four weeks, and as the success of the instruction 
depends so much upon the grade of teachers employed, we 
recommend that $600 extra be raised this next year over and 
above the amount required by law. 

In conclusion, again let us call your attention to the pressing 
need for at least $200 for repairs, and for $600 additional 
school money, which with the $500 carried over from this year 
ought to secure good teachers for three terms of not less than 
ten weeks each, transport all needy children to the school 
houses, pay all outstanding bills, with a cash balance in the 
treasury and place our schools on a better footing than ever 
before. 

We earnestly hope that political differences will be laid aside 
and that all will work together with one end only in view, the 
betterment{of our public school system, upon which depends to 
a great extent our physical, moral and intellectual prosperity.
